SOMs OF HIS DESCENDENTS 


FIRST CENKRATION 
1. CORNELIUS DELAVAN, was occording to tradition a French Huguenot, who fled from 
France upon the rovocation of the famous "Edict of Nantes" by Louis IVI the reign- 
inz Monarch. This tradition has been a matter of fanily esntroversy for years 
and as no dofinite proof haz beon found to substantiate it we will not go further 
into the subjoct. 


The first definite rocard of Cornelius in Amica is found in the Stanford, 
Connosticut, records whore we find his nane montionod as owning property there in 
the year 1713. In 176 his name also appears in the list of officials of Stanford. 


John Delavan, probably a brother of Cornelius, mst have beon in Stanford about 
a3 early, a3 ho hed a son Cornalius, born there in the yoar 1715. Howover no further 
records of this branch have come to licht. 


Cornolius (1), marricd at Stanford, October 3, 1712, Justice Holly performing 
tho ccremony, Dcoborah Green, daughter of John Latner Groen, of Stanford. Ho died 
provious to Decerbor 3, 1745, as on that date letters of administration of his 
estate, wore grated by the Probate Court of Stanford, to Timothy Dolavan, his son. 
Inventory of the Estate was taxon Decembar 6, 1745, by John Holly and Obadiah 
Seoley, and filed Jamuary 7, 17L6 by Timothy Delavan, administrator (vol. 2 - 17 
lb + pp 265, 295.)

2. TIMOTHY DELAVAN (Cornelius 1), was born at Stamford, Connecticut, July 29, 1713 
and died probably at North Salea, Wectchostor County, Now York, February 1, 1603. 
He married at Norwalk, Connectiout, February 23, 1737/8, Rove J. Eyeels (Eolls) of 
Cansen, porforzing the ceremony, Hannah Bouton, daughter of Nathaniel Bouton of New 
Canaan, She was born December 5, 1721 and died November 5, 1813, 


Soon after the birth of thoir soventh son, Semel, the fanily ronoved to Southcast, 
Dutchess County, Now York, (now Putnan County) which at that timo was reforrod to es 
the Frodericksburgh Precinct. Timothy &. later removed to North Salen, Wostchooter 
County, N. Y. for we find his namo montioned there April 2h, 1758, whon he was listed 
aa a corgeant in the Westeohester County militia, under command of Captain John Verplank. 
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(N.Y. Fist.Soc.Coll.vol 2h, po 104) 


f Hannah Bouton, his wifo, it waz said that her "Whig" principles were so 
piceiie tint gne would not go to hoar a clerpymnin proech who belonged to her de~ 
nomination because he was an Englishman, Sho said "she know he was ‘a Tory." 


During the Revolution ths family was mich exposed to the depredstions of 
the Torys, Cowboys and Skinnera and ware ccnstantly in a state of alarm (N.Y. 
GQlobs July 21, 18417.) Nino of their sons saw active service in the Revolution 
and tho tonth being too young at that poriod, sorved lator in Wayno’a legion 
ageinst the Indians. It would also sppoar from the rolls of Revolutionary 
soldiers that Timothy Sr, served as a private but no definite proof has been 
found. 

Another interesting matter of famntly history is that when Gen. George Wash- 
ington entered Now York, he waz provided with a body guard of soldiers, who 
escorted hin fron his landing pisca to Fraunce’s Tavern. This body guard con 
sisted entirely of the fine looxing sons of Mmothy Delavan, as then recorded. 
The youngest, Cornolius, was slichtly below the required age, but was accapted 
a3 a mombor of the unusually fine developmant and soldierly bearing. It ia 
Said thut aftor peace was declared a public dinner was given to Timothy Delavan 
and his son3 in the City af New io in appreciation of service performed 
during the war.

8, TIMOTHY DELAVAN (Timothy 2, Cornolius 1), was born at Stamford, Connoct- 
jout, May 27, 1738 and died at Pattoraon, New York Jemuary 19, 1813. (gene) 
His romains aro buried in the Prosbyterian Church Burial Ground at Pattorson, 
Putnam County, Now York not far from the grave of Colonel Henry Ludington, undor 
whose command he served during tho Revolution. Several of his children aro also 
buried nesr hin. 


Timothy was a tenant-farmer on the Philipse estatcs, and on the attainder 
of tho Philipse famntly, bought his farm from tho Commissioners of Forfeituras, 
Tnis farm wss bounded on tho South by the Westchoster County line, and lay 
about a mile West of Peach Pom. : 

Fron a mister roll of llis Majesties seventh company of militia in the 
upper battalion in the County of Westchester, wo find the namo of Timothy 
Delaven listed aa a private. (N. Y. Gene & Mographical Rocord, vol. 38, p. 88.) 
He sarvod during the Revolution a3 Ensign and 2nd Licutenant in Captain David 
Watervuiry’a company of Colonel Henry Lludington's regiment of Dutchess County, 
New York rdlitia. (N. XY. in the Revolution as Colony & State by J. A. Roberts. 
vole 1, ppo 20, 149,215, 252.) 


He married in the Parish Church of Christ, Salem, October 12, 1761, Sarah 
Cloae, born Fobruary 12, 1739 and died Soptember 22, 1806. (g.s.) Her remains 
are buried boside their gon Timothy 3rd in North Salem Cometory, New York.

The United States Census of 1790 records the family, az living at 
Frederickstown, Dutchess County, Now York and inoluded 3 males over 16 years 
dnoluding head of fadly and 1 female. The fanily also mst have resided in » 
Wastchester County for we find Abraham and his wife Hannah, mentioned in the 
History of Westchester County by J. Thomas Scharf, A. M. (vol. 1, p. 506)

During the Revolution he 
served as a private in Captain Lockwood's company of Colonel Crane's ith West- 
chester County, New York militia and also in Captain Delavan’s (his brother) 
company of Colonel Drake's 3rd Woatchester regiment.

12. NATHANIEL DELAVAN (Timothy 2, Cornelius 1), was born ‘at Stamford, Connesti- 
cut, Scptember 14, 1746 and died at Franklin now Patterson, Putnsm County, New 
York, Aucust 9, 1798, His remains are buried in the Prosbyterian Church Burial 
Ground at Pattorgzon, near the grave of his brother Lieut. Timothy. 


During the Revolution he served as Major in the 3rd Regirent of Westchester 
County militia and was Colonel in tho save regiment June 25, 1778. He had 
command of a company that escorted General George Washington into the City of 
New York, in the taking pocsossion of the City after the evacuation of the 
English troops. 


Ho was a Freemagon and one of a mmbar instrumental in applying for a 
warrant from the Grand Master to erect a lodge at Frederickstam. This lodge 
wag constituted October 1, 179 and it was voted that it should be called 
*"Coluzbdia Lodge." 


He was a member of the Assembly during the fifth session of the arpa 
1781-1752, This and the fect that Nathaniel was tho owner of many acres of land 
kept slaves would indicate that he was a man of influence. 


_ He married lst Mary Wonderhil1 (Underhill?), born September 2h, 1747 and 
died Fabruary 1782. We married 2nd Mary Thompcon, born at Danbury, Conneoticut,- 
Juns 21, 1752 and died April 22, 1819 at her son-inelaw's residence (Richard 
Nolcon who married her ds sughter Cordelia), in the City of New York, a firm 
beliovsr in tho Christian Religion and retained her mental facultice to the last 
in almost full vigor of life. Sho was born at Danbury, Connecticut, and when 
the English burned that City che with the fanily fled from the place but was 
in hearing of the firing of the guna upon the infantry. Her fathor and two 
brothers were in tho battle but esoaped unharmed o0 far as tradition tells tho 
scory. After the doath vf her husband Nathaniel Delavan, she marriod February 
7, 1804, Thomss Nelson and resided at Poughkeepsie, Dutchess County, Kew York, 
until he -died.

1. SAMUEL DELAVAN (Timothy 2, oe 1), was born at Stanford, Connecticut, 
March 23, 1752 and dicd in Salen, Westchester County, New York, previous to 
Octobor 21, 1786 (porhsps May 7, 1786) as on that date, his will was filed for 
probate, and mentions his wife Agneay daughters Anna, Cornelia and levisaes 
brothers Cornelius and Timothys children of his brotherg Abraham and Nathan. His 
sister-in-law Hannah, wife of his brother Abrahon to be guardian of his childess, 
_ should their Beart dis before they becaw of age. 


On November 17, 178, mention is made of Samuel and his wife, Agnes, ia 
a mortgage of land in upper Salem, bounded by land belonging to Philip Eriggs, 
deceased. 


Samiel sorved during the Revolution as Captain, Westohestor County Rangers 
Ssptexber 17763 Captain, 3rd reginent of Westehester County militia, under command 
of Colonel Sarmol Drake June 25, 17783 Captain, Might horse troop same regiment, 
February 27, 17793 served to close of the war. 


History records and incident in Sanmeol'’s life ‘during the attack on "Ward's 
House® by Major Campboll of tho English forces during the Ravolution. "That 
Ceptain Samel Delavan cormandod a foraging partys in the vicinity of Morrisania 
and rot with tho onony who cand up from King’s Bridge where they had a fort. 

The Ancricans were fifty strong and tho British cighty. Ths battle raged all day 
across the River Brom, and it was night before. thoy returned to "Ward's Housa." 
Capt. Delavan vaa saved that night in consoquonce of wearing a red coat thus 
passing 23 a British officer."

Erie at its westernmost point. It was here on August 20, 1794 that General 
Waynes ond his Iogion attacked the Indians, the cavalry being in the thick of 
the fray, and Captain Campbell and coveral of his troopers wero killed. Porhaps 
this was the tine when Cornelius mot hig death. 


Tho New York Globo of July 21, 1847 relating a skotch of the Delavan faontly 
and thoir sorvices during ths Revolution montions Cornolius as "boing too young 
‘at that period for actual servica did however in company with his brothers 
parade a3 a curiosity in tho prosence of many witnescos. He lator joinod 
Wayno’s Legion and wes prezont in several sovoro conflicts with the Indians, 
having narrowly escaped death, hia charger being killed under him. Ho was 
also precont at the great and decisive battle upon the rapida of the Mand, 
end participated in its victory with his companions in arms, Captain W. H. 
Harricon, the brave aido-<de-carp of Ceneral Wayne, recontly elevated to tho 
firat office in the gift of his countrymon, and Captain Solomon Van Rensselaer, 
vho was desperately wounded but survives." 


Another aneotdote is that Cornelius sorved in the cavaly and that at one 
tims, while out of the fort to got scm water unarmed, he saw an Indien with a 
tenohswk in hic hand and a scalping knife in hia mouth making a dash unon hin. 
Ho escaped into the fort but woo determinod on having rovenge at the first 
opportunity, which was coon offorcd in a skirmizh with the Indians. He chased 
one who was attompting to got over como obstacle, and at the sare moment as 
the Indian bent over the barricr, he struck him on the back with his cutlass.
